The  churches 
of  God  in  North  America,  general  eldership  w)th 
a  membership  of  26,920  also  show  *  decrease  of 
2,(4  56  members.  The  Roman  Catholics  show 
a  membership  and  adherents  gain  of  2,163,8*1 
during  the  last  $ve  years.  They  have  16,680 
church  manned  by  21,64'  priest*. 

The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  (North)  re¬ 
ports  an  increase  In  membership  of  220,870  over 
the  1916  figures  and  62,595  members  over  the 
last  year,  its  previous  membership  being  8,938,- 
606.  It  Is  the  largest  single  Protestant  commun¬ 
ion.  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  (South), 
shows  a  great  gain  of  91,31*  members  for  the 
preceding  year,  with  an  addition  of  231,688 
over  the  1916  figures,  Its  total  now  being  2,346  - 
0*7.  , 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  has  recover¬ 
ed  its  war  loss,  and  now  shows  a  gain  of  11,208 
oyer  the  1916  figures  of  which* 7,134  were  re¬ 
ported  last  year,  its  total  membership  Is  1,134,- 
029  persons. 

An  Interesting  fact  is  that  the  Salvation  Army, 
with  a  reported  membership  of  35,969,  shows  an 
Increase  of  only  65  persons  over  flVe  years  ago. 

,The  combined  Baptist  bodies  show  a  gain  of 
601,937  persons  over  the  figures  of  1916.  Each 
of  the  major  Baptist  denominations  shows  an  In¬ 
crease  for  that  period.  The  Northern  Baptist  con¬ 
vention  with  a  membership  of  1,263,878,  ap¬ 
parently  shows  a  gain  of  only  2,17*  but  the  ex¬ 
planation  must  be  made  that  during  this  period 
196,867  Missouri  Baptists,  formerly  affiliated 
with  the  northern  Baptists'  convention,  transfer- 
ed  their  alignment  to  (he  southern  Baptist  con¬ 
vention  which  now  has  3,199,006  members.  This 
was  the  largest  gain  made  by  any  single  com¬ 
munion.

There  Is  no  god  reason  for  thli.  Virginia. 
North  Carolina,  and  Kentucky  are  gaining  along 
this  line.  Mississippi  Baptists  are  Just  as  able 
to  pay  regularly  and  systematically  as  are  any 
other  states  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  pay¬ 
ing  about  $20,000  per  WEEK,  whUe  Mississ¬ 
ippi  Baptists  are  paying  only  about  $20,000  per 
MONTH. 

What  will  be  the  result  at  the  end  of  the 
Campaign  period?  We  will  be  farther  back  than 
we  wore  when  the  Campaign  began.

Let  them  see  the  cause  of  their 
condition.  One  of  the  things  which  we  need,  to 
'luitlvate  Is  the'  spirit  of  Bolf-rellance  arid  of 
self-assertlveness.  We  need  more  vigor  in  our 
I’Hlgloua  life,  both  Individually  and  in  our 
phjirches.  A  desire  to  do  for  oneself  all  that  Is
